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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not deemed persuasive. The 
principle argument presented by the applicant focuses on the claim limitation of "setting a packet TTL value to the smallest packet TTL 
value received for a corresponding packet flow." The applicant contends that the Handley prior art fails to teach such a claim limitation 
because Handley teaches raising the TTL to a minimum acceptable value and the claim limitation decreases the TTL. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The claim limitation requires setting a packet TTL to the smallest packet TTL value. It doesn't state the setting is a 
decrease. That is, the claim does not state that the smallest packet TTL received is necessarily lower than the currently set TTL. In such a 
case where the smallest TTL value is higher than the currently set TTL (which is possible with the current claim language), the setting of the 
TTL would require increasing the TTL. As currently claimed, the "setting of a packet TTL to the smallest packet TTL value received" is 
equivalent to the Handley's restoring the TTL to the minimum (p. 9, solution 3, Handley). 
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
